PORT: DEVELOPMENT. 


Hongkong, as the biggest port in 


in the report of the Imperial Ship- 
ping Committee in regard to the 
desirability of , improving and de- 
veloping ‘Singapore — Harbour. 
Some of the conclusions .renched 
were ‘outlined in’ 2 telegram to 
hand yesterday. Of theae, the most 
important appear to be .the pro- 
vision of more wharfage for ocean- 
going wteamers ‘and the removal of 
certain shoals so as to permit of 
deeper anchorages. It fs not con- 
sidered advisable, . however, to 
undertake any scheme involving a 
‘material increase in port charges, 

These recommendations are of 
more than ordinary interest, as they 
cover points of a character which 
| Hongkong will have sooner or later 
to face in regard to its own harbour. 
It will be recalled that, some eight 
years ago, the Government. engaged 
the services of an expert, 
person of ‘Sir Maurice Fitzmaurice, 
to visit the Colony and present an 
extensive report on‘ the question of 
harbour development, This docu- 
ment was of a most comprehensive 
character, and the scheme put for- 
ward-covered all aspects of the local 
problem, The matter was Jater in- 
vestigated at considerable length 
by the Chamber of Commerce, and 
further contributions to the ques- 
tion were made in fhe form of a wet 
‘dock proposal by Captain Davison 
whilst the Government's own Port 
Engineer alao presented. a lengthy 
report on ‘the. future needs of the 
harbour. Since those ‘days, how- 
ever, a reign of economy has ‘set 
in, and very little has been heard 
of port development for ‘the past 
few years. Indeed, the separite 
Port.
